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 Many waterways of the Lower 

Skagit Watershed fail to meet 

WQ standards, including ones 

that drain to shellfish beds. SCD 

will be working with farmers to 

implement conservation plans 

for improving WQ as well as 

working to educate residents on 

how they can improve their 

urban watershed. 
 

 SCD will continue to work with 

small forest landowners, as well 

as state and federal landowners 

to develop and implement forest 

stewardship plans. 
 

 SCD will continue to seek 

funding and socio-economic 

opportunities to keep farming 

and forestry viable.

3.  Promoting forest stewardship education, as workshop speakers; 

4.  Developing successful partnerships; and
